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Lionfish is no match for The National 
Control Plan intent on wiping them out 


The government defends 
those on the lower 
income bracket 


Since the announcement of the 
2011 National Control Plan to 
help eliminate Lionfish from 
our waters a large group of 
participants who participated 
in the March Lionfish Derby, 
have continued to eliminate Li¬ 
onfish. Now the results are in 
from last Derby, and the lea¬ 
ders have been identified. 

First place winner is Cani- 
cio van der Biezen of the Life¬ 
guards Aruba team with a total 
of 34.99 points and 31 Lion¬ 
fish captured at Hadicurari. 

In second place is Mike 
Focke of the Diversity team 
who brought back 17 Lionfish 
for a total of 18.995 points. 
Third place winner is Maikel 
Hermans with 10 Lionfish and 
a total of 11.235 points, fol¬ 
lowed by Frederik Donata in 
fourth place. Donata brought 
back 8 Lionfish and earned 
8.92 points. The team with the 


most points was Lifeguards 
Aruba, in second place, Diver¬ 
sity, and in third place, was 
Donata’s team. 

Lionfish is an invasive 
species that does not belong to 
our waters. They are a threat to 
the marine life in Aruba. They 
reproduce rapidly and in great 
numbers; more than 2 million 
eggs for each female fish per 
year. This fish has an insatiable 
appetite. They have been seen 
eating 20 fish in about 30 sec¬ 
onds and they can eat 24 hours 
a day. Because the organisms 
that live in our sea waters are 
not familiar with the Lionfish, 
they don’t run from them, and 
the fish that are larger have not 
been eating them as yet. A 
combination of these factors 
causes this invasive Lionfish to 
dominate and they can eventu¬ 
ally eliminate many fish and 
organisms, causing a serious 


imbalance in the ecosystem. 
What’s more, the Lionfish has 
sharp thorns which can be very 
painful if you come in contact 
with them. For this reason it is 
important that everyone be¬ 
come aware of this fish and of 
the threat that they pose to our 
sea water. 

It is because of the serious 
threat that this fish poses, we 
have appealed to everyone, es¬ 
pecially our fishermen and 
divers to actively help us to 
eliminate the Lionfish from 
our waters. In March during 
the Derby we succeeded in 
eliminating 68 Lionfish during 
an 8 hour stretch. The public 
was given them to prepare for 
the grill. The March event was 
a success and we were able to 
make people more aware of 
them. 

It is believed that Lionfish 
will continue to proliferate and 
more people will encounter 
them in the ocean. It is impor¬ 
tant that especially our divers 
help us in getting rid of them. 

They need to be eliminated 
from the areas frequented by 
people. We want to create 
areas that are totally free from 
the threat of Lionfish. 

As an incentive the Marine 
Park Foundation, an NGO, that 
is protecting marine life and 
who is intent on creating a ma¬ 
rine park as a durable develop¬ 
ment; is organizing a national 
campaign. Just like the past 
Derby the national campaign 
will focus on the Lionfish and 
winners will be awarded prizes 
like you would for any sport. 

There will be attractive 
prizes to be won at the end of 
the campaign at the end of the 
year. 

For every Lionfish, partici¬ 
pants will receive a sticker 
which will yield a certain 
amount of points. The size of 
the catch will add more points. 
This will be an incentive to 
continue eliminating Lionfish 
throughout the rest of the year.

ORANJESTAD - The Prime 
Minister this week informed 
the island of his govern¬ 
ment’s decision to stand 
alongside those on the lower 
income bracket.

According to the Prime 
Minister, it appears that many 
families are not aware of 
these financial aid programs. 
Many have gone to the ex¬ 
treme of getting financial 
loans to cover these expenses 
not knowing that they could 
have gotten the necessary 
help from the government. 
Hence, his reason for taking 
the time to explain the vari¬ 
ous programs available to 
these families. 

Colegio Arubano: 

Eman explained the Cole¬ 
gio Aruba assistance program 
for those who have children 
attending Colegio. Every 
family with an income under 
30 thousand Florins annually 
are entitled to receive a 
stipend of Afls.550 for each 
child attending Colegio 


Arubano. This means that if a 
family has 3 kids attending 
Colegio they are entitled to 
receive Afls. 1650 in financial 
assistance. 

Families collecting welfare: 

The Colegio stipend obvi¬ 
ously also applies to those 
collecting welfare. In addi¬ 
tion to the above, families on 
welfare will receive Afls. 120 
for each child to cover ex¬ 
penses. A single mother with 
4 school age children can 
apply for Afls.480 to assist 
with the purchase of clothing 
for school, shoes and other 
necessities. In addition to the 
Afls 120 there is an additional 
Afls 120 for each child in a 
family on welfare to help 
with paying school fees. All 
of this is in addition to the 
extra Afls.200 the govern¬ 
ment has added to the welfare 
for each child to help cover 
expenses, the so-called chil¬ 
dren’s school stipend 
(schoolkinderentoeslag). The 
amount of Afls.200 is added 
to the monthly welfare 
checks. 

This amount is the 25% 
that the government has 
added to the welfare pay¬ 
ments. These changes are im¬ 
portant to help our families 
on welfare, according to the 
Prime Minister.

US heartland suffers under killer 
heat and humidity 


CHICAGO, Illinois (AFP) - A 
searing heatwave brought 
summer misery to the Ameri¬ 
can heartland and caused more 
than a dozen deaths as it blan¬ 
keted up to 17 US states in 
soaring temperatures and op¬ 
pressive humidity. 

The weather is responsible 
for at least 13 deaths in the cen¬ 
tral United States, which has 
seen a string of days with tem¬ 
peratures topping 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit (37.7 Celsius). 


The heat has been coupled 
with near record humidity — a 
miserable combination that 
forecasters said would persist 
into next week. The steamy 
weather is expected to move 
eastward in the coming days. 

NOAA predicted the op¬ 
pressive heat and humidity 
"will spread into the eastern 
US this week." 

A National Weather Service 
spokesman meanwhile told 
AFP that more than 1,000 heat 


records had been broken 
across the United States in the 
past month. 

Intense high temperatures in 
Oklahoma are reported to have 
caused roads in the southern 
plains state to buckle, while 
dozens of people required med¬ 
ical treatment, according to the 
Daily Oklahoman newspaper, 
which reported that yeterday 
Oklahoma City saw its 28th 
day of triple-digit temperatures 
this year. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
authorities on Tuesday arrested 
16 people for cyber crimes in¬ 
cluding 14 over an online at¬ 
tack on the PayPal website 
claimed by the hacking group 
"Anonymous," the Department 
of Justice said. 

The US indictment against 
the 14 hackers alleges the de¬ 
nial of service (DDoS) attacks 
on PayPal were "retribution" 
because the site terminated a 
donation account for the whis¬ 
tle-blowing group WikiLeaks. 


The Paypal attack suspects 
were arrested in raids in Ala¬ 
bama, Arizona, California, 
Colorado, Washington DC, 
Florida, Massachusetts, Ne¬ 
vada, New Mexico and Ohio, 
US officials said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Two suspects were arrested 
under separate indictments but 
similar charges in Florida and 
New Jersey, while British po¬ 
lice arrested one suspect and 
Dutch police four, it said.

“Roads and streets have our full 
attention,” says Minister Sievinger!

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ORANJESTAD - According to 
Minister Sevinger, who has the 
public works infrastructure in 
his portfolio, “in the context of 
the renovation of the Aruba 
product, the government is 
making various investments.” 

During last week’s tour of 
the future infrastructure pro¬ 
gram - Green Corridor - they 
placed emphasis on roads and 
streets, and especially the one 
that runs parallel to the LG 
Smith Boulevard. This area 
was for some time one of great 
concern due to the placing of 
new drainage tubes. They con¬ 
sidered the tour made impor¬ 
tant, enabling them to do some 
inspection and ascertain that 
everything is functioning opti¬ 
mally before they apply the as¬ 
phalt on the area. 

Sievinger reported that con¬ 
trary to what was customary; 
just add a new layer of asphalt 
and move on; they have a new 
perspective with respect to our 
roads. They will be adding 


green areas and plants along¬ 
side our roads which should 
take place simultaneously with 
the new road construction. 
Funds have been allocated for 
this purpose, says Sievinger. 

The tour took the ministers 
to the first industrial zone of 
Aruba, which has not seen a 
layer of asphalt for more than 
20 years. This is because in the 
past the choice was made to 
put asphalt in front of homes 
rather than in an industrial 
zone. The government believes 
that this is not correct and is of 
the opinion that both must be 
well kept. 

Once this zone is com¬ 
pleted, they are convinced that 
more companies would want 
to establish there and those al¬ 
ready in the area would want to 
expand. This obviously would 
have a positive effect on the 
labor market. 

Regarding the Santa Helena 
and Hato roads, they are going 
to be reconstructed to create 


roads that are not so wide as 
they infringe on the security of 
the barrio. Wider roads, they 
claim, somehow encourage 
drivers to speed more. 

Caya Ernesto Petronia and 
de La Sallestraat were also vi¬ 
sited by the ministers to in¬ 
spect the work in progress on 
these roads. Workers are busy 
repairing the drain system and 
the sloop where water travels 
when it rains. They will also 
repair the side walks as part of 
the work being done on these 
roads. The Minister remarked 
that...’’the sidewalks in front 
of the government cemetery is 
in deplorable state and that 
they should repair those as 
well. They will be issuing a 
public tender for this work and 
for a thorough cleanup of the 
cemetery. He believes that the 
work undertaken should cover 
all areas at the same time. 

“We believe in an integral 
plan,” says Sevinger.

Scientists find rice ’chalk' 
gene, eye yield rise 


THE PHILLIPINES (AFP) - 
- Scientists expect to soon be 
able to remove a chalk-like 
part of rice, dramatically rais¬ 
ing global harvests amid ris¬ 
ing demand for the staple, an 
international research outfit 
said Tuesday. 

The International Rice Re¬ 
search Institute announced 
the breakthrough after a 15- 
year study on what makes rice 
chalky, which causes the loss 
of up to a fourth of grain con¬ 
tent in milling, said spokes¬ 
woman Sophie Clayton. 

The discovery follows a 
2008 global crisis that saw 
the price of rice, the staple of 
half of the world, rise three¬ 
fold and pushing an esti¬ 
mated 100 million people 


into poverty. 

’’Within a few years, it 
might be possible to breed a 
chalk-free grain,” Clayton 
told AFP in a telephone inter¬ 
view, citing the research 
team’s assessment. 

The chalky part of rice 
raises the chances of break¬ 
age during milling, cutting 
the amount that can be recov¬ 
ered and downgrading its 
quality, said the institute’s nu¬ 
trition research chief Melissa 
Fitzgerald. 

’’Until now, rice scientists 
did not know where in the 
rice genome the genes for 
chalkiness resided,” Fitzger¬ 
ald said in a statement issued 
by the Philippine-based insti¬ 
tute. 


Mutant two-headed 
snake wows visitors at 



UKRAINE — A snake with 
two heads, each able to think 
and eat separately and even 
steal food from each other, 
has become a popular attrac¬ 
tion at a Ukrainian zoo. 

The small albino Califor¬ 
nia Kingsnake, now on show 
in the Black Sea resort of 
Yalta is quite a handful, zoo 
workers told AFP. 

The snake’s two heads are 
fiercely independent, are not 
always in agreement and like 
to snatch food from each 
other, said keepers of the pri¬ 
vate zoo, called Skazka, or 
Fairy Tale. 


’’Sometimes one head 
wants to crawl in one direc¬ 
tion and the other head in an¬ 
other direction,” zoo director 
Oleg Zubkov told AFP. 

Zoo worker Ruslan 
Yakovenko added that he 
tries to feed the snake’s two 
heads separately as they 
sometimes fight for food. 

’’The second head may get 
angry, but both then feel sati¬ 
ation because they only have 
one stomach,” he told AFP. 

The private zoo said 
kingsnakes hunt other rep¬ 
tiles, meaning one of the 
snake’s head could instinc¬ 
tively try to attack and eat the 
other one. 

The three-year-old, two- 
foot-long (60 centimetre) rep¬ 
tile is on loan from Germany. 

’’some visitors enter the 
zoo feeling horrified and 
leave delighted.” 

The snake, believed to be 
Europe’s only two-headed 
snake, will be on show in 
Ukraine until September. 


Act now on climate, no need 
to wait: top UN scientist

PARIS(AFP)—The key facts 
on global warming are al¬ 
ready known and leaders 
should not wait for the next 
edition of the UN climate 
panel’s report to step up ac¬ 
tion, the body’s top scientist 
told AFP. 

The 4th Intergovernmen¬ 
tal Panel on Climate Change 
(IPCC) report, released in 
2007, ”is very clear,” Rajen¬ 
dra Pachauri said Monday in 
Paris, ahead of a five-day

Pachauri, whose organisa¬ 
tion shared the Nobel Peace 
prize in 2007 with former US 
vice president A1 Gore, an¬ 
nounced that a special IPCC

While scientists agree that 
the risk of more violent 
storms and flooding will rise 
over time, it remains difficult 
to attribute any single 
weather event to climate 
change, they say. 

Pachauri cautioned that 
the widely accepted goal of 
preventing average global 
temperatures from increasing 
by more than 2.0 Celsius (3.6 
degrees Fahrenheit) com¬ 
pared to preindustrial times is 
fast slipping beyond reach. 

To achieve that goal in a 
cost-effective manner ’’con¬ 
centration of greenhouse 
gases [in the atmosphere] 
must peak not later than 
2015,” he said. 

The IPCC weathered a 
firestorm of controversy in 
late 2009 and 2010 when sev¬ 
eral minor but embarrassing 
errors were uncovered in the 
massive 2007 report, leading 
to initiatives to tighten stan¬ 
dards for inclusion and re¬ 
view of material. 

Pachauri was re-elected 
chairman of the IPCC in 
2008.

Bill Gates sets out to 
reinvent toilets

'Funding gap' imperils science 
exploits, AIDS forum hears 



ROME, Italy (AFP)-Scientists 
have now provided revolution¬ 
ary tools to roll back HIV but 
only a major funding boost, 
supported especially by emerg¬ 
ing giant economies, will de¬ 
termine the outcome, experts 
say. 

Experts at the conference 
on AIDS medicine here said 
the money gap imperilled the 
dazzling potential to curb the 
30-year-old pandemic of 
human immunodeficiency 
virus (HIV). 

"We are in dangerous times 
for AIDS funding," said Peter 
Piot, director of the London 
School of Hygiene and Tropi¬ 


cal Medicine and ex-head of 
UNAIDS. 

"Science is running much 
faster now than what we can 
implement and what we can 
pay for." 

The four-day Rome confer¬ 
ence, ending Wednesday, 
heard the outcome of several 
landmark trials. 

The biggest found that giv¬ 
ing early drug therapy to peo¬ 
ple with HIV reduced the risk 
of infecting others by a mas¬ 
sive 96 percent. 

Other trials found that giv¬ 
ing antiretrovirals to a non-in- 
fected partner reduced the risk 
by around two-thirds. 


These amount to two pow¬ 
erful new choices — "treatment 
as prevention" and "pre-expo- 
sure prophylaxis" (PrEP) — to 
brake transmission of the 
AIDS vims. 

They join male circumci¬ 
sion, a proven measure to pro¬ 
tect men, to which a vaginal 
microbicide, still under test, 
may one day be added for 
women. 

In 2009, more than 33 mil¬ 
lion people were living with 
HIV and 2.6 million people be¬ 
came newly infected. 

Making inroads into this 
tally means stumping up more 
money swiftly, said Julio Mon- 
taner, director of the BC Cen¬ 
tre for Excellence in 
HIV/AIDS in British Colum¬ 
bia, Canada. 

Today, some 6.6 million 
people in poor countries have 
grasped the drug lifeline, but 
another nine million are still in 
need of treatment. 

Reaching them by 2015, in 
line with the newly stated goal 
by UN members, will require 
between $22 billion and $24 
billion annually. 


WASHINGTON (AFP)-The 
man who reinvented comput¬ 
ers and made PCs a household 
item in most wealthy nations, 
Microsoft tycoon turned phi¬ 
lanthropist Bill Gates, is now 
focusing his attention on re¬ 
casting the WC. 

The Bill and Melinda 
Gates Foundation is pledging 
millions of dollars in grants to 
reinvent the toilet, its director 
of water, sanitation and hy¬ 
giene programs, Frank Rijs- 
berman, told AFP, calling it a 
"huge issue for Africa." 

The aim is to boost health 
in developing countries by giv¬ 
ing the 2.6 billion people who 
don’t have access to a WC a 
hygienic, safe place to go to 
the toilet. 

Speaking by phone from a 
pan-African conference on 
sanitation that opened in the 
Rwandan capital Kigali Tues¬ 
day, Rijsberman said only a 
fraction of Africans, even in 
large cities, are "connected to 
sewers with a flush toilet." 

"In cities, people use 'flying 
toilets,'" he explained. 

"They go on a plastic bag 
and then throw it in the street, 
which is not only gross but 


kids walk around and play, and 
come into contact with the 
poop and can develop chronic 
diarrhea, which kills more 
children under the age of five 
than HIV/AIDS and malaria." 

Rij sberman mentioned 

Haiti, where by the end of last 
month 5,500 people had died 
from a cholera epidemic he 
said was caused by "improp¬ 
erly disposed-of waste" from a 
UN peacekeepers' base. 

Giving people in Africa 
and other parts of the develop¬ 
ing world access to toilets 
could slash the death rate from 
diarrheal disease by around 40 
percent, he said. 

"We need to reinvent the 
toilet. We need to come up 
with new technology that 
doesn't put waste into drinking 
water, doesn't flush it down a 
very expensive pipe to a waste 
water treatment plant where 
we spend lots of money to re¬ 
move the poop," Rijsberman 
said. 

The foundation says the 
reinvented toilet must be af¬ 
fordable, costing no more than 
five US cents a day per person. 
It also has to be easy to install, 
use and maintain.

Dollars eases on euro; gold comes 
off record 


NEW YORK.(AFP) - The dol¬ 
lar fell slightly against the euro 
and gold came off its record 
Tuesday as safe-haven flight 
eased slightly on hopes of eu¬ 
rozone and US debt deals. 

At 2100 GMT the euro 
bought $1.4150, compared to 
$1.4117 a day earlier. 

The euro and dollar both 
gained on the safe-haven 
Swiss franc, which had hit new 
highs in recent days. 

The euro traded to 1.1665 
francs (1.1543), while the dol¬ 
lar bought 0.8240 francs 
(0.8174). 

Gold meanwhile edged up 
to anew record, $1,610.10 per 


ounce, before profit-taking set 
in and it dropped to below 
$1,590. 

The calmer trade came de¬ 
spite mixed signals on the path 
of the European Union’s talks 
on a new rescue plan for 
Greece. 

But traders were evidently 
encouraged by suggestions of 
more flexibility by the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank, as well as, 
on the other side of the At¬ 
lantic, President Barack 
Obama’s statement that there 
was strong progress towards a 
long-term deal on reducing the 
US deficit. 

Also helping were good 


corporate results that boosted 
US and Europe stock markets. 

’’Risk appetites are firmer 
and the US dollar is weaker,” 
said Vassili Serebriakov of 
Wells Fargo. 

’’There have been some re¬ 
newed hopes for a Greek aid 
deal being reached at the EU 
leaders’ summit on Thursday, 
while hints of a more flexible 
ECB stance on the issue of 
sovereign bond collateral are 
also helping to ease market 
fears.” 

The dollar picked up to 
79.21 yen (79.02 yen) while 
the British pound rose to 
$1.6132 ($1.6055). 


Bank of America 
huge loss 


CHARLOTTE,N.Carolina 
(AFP)-Bank of America said 
on Tuesday that it lost $9.1 bil¬ 
lion in the second quarter, due 
to its record-breaking settle¬ 
ment over subprime mortgage 
claims stemming from the fi¬ 
nancial crisis. 

Its earnings amounted to a 
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swing into a loss of 90 cents a 
share, in line with analysts’ 
forecasts after the bank set 
aside $14 billion last month to 
compensate angry investors 
for their losses on dodgy mort¬ 
gage-backed securities. 

Without the mortgage set¬ 
tlement and other exceptional 
items, the bank would have 
posted a profit of $3.7 billion, 
or 33 cents per share, Bank of 
America said in its quarterly 
earnings report. 

The bank's revenues in the 
April-June period were $13.2 
billion, a drop of 55 percent 
from the same period last year. 
Analysts had expected rev¬ 
enues of $12.3 billion. 

Bank of America, the 
largest bank in the United 
States in terms of deposits, an¬ 
nounced a settlement last 
month aimed at resolving is¬ 
sues from its disastrous 2008 
acquisition of mortgage lender 
Countrywide Financial. 

Bank of America's pro¬ 
posed $8.5 billion payout to 22 
big private investment groups, 
which still needs court ap¬ 
proval, is the largest such set¬ 
tlement by a financial 
institution stemming from the 
crisis. 

Along with that sum, Bank 
of America also set aside $5.5 
billion for pending liabilities to 
other investors not included in 
the settlement.

Bank of America's shares 
had slumped 1.7 percent on the 
New York Stock Exchange 
shortly before 1500 GMT on 
Tuesday. 

In contrast, shares of its 
number-two rival Wells Fargo 
rallied 4.0 percent after the 
San Francisco-based bank re¬ 
ported that its net income 
surged 30 percent to $3.73 bil¬ 
lion in the second quarter. 

Wells Fargo's earnings per 
share were 70 cents, just beat¬ 
ing analysts' consensus expec¬ 
tations of 69 cents. 

Weighed down by a slug¬ 
gish economy, its revenues 
were $20.39 billion, around 5 
percent less than the second 
quarter of 2010 but still a mod¬ 
est uptick from first-quarter 
2011 revenues of $20.33 bil¬ 
lion.

IMF tells Europe to 
take action now 


WASHINGTON. (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
on Tuesday called on Europe 
to take action "urgently” to 
prevent a eurozone meltdown, 
mainly France and Germany. 

The global crisis lender 
said Europe's leaders needed 
to act quickly to avoid a con¬ 
tagion that would damage not 
only the region but the global 
economy. 

Debating any longer would 
only heighten the dangers of 
financial contagion, it warned 
in a new report on the eco¬ 
nomic situation of the 17- 
country euro area. 

While not dictating any 
specific paths for shoring up 
the weak eurozone periphery 
countries Greece, Ireland and 
Portugal — and to a lesser ex¬ 
tent Italy and Spain, the area's 
third- and fourth-biggest 
economies — the IMF urged 
Europe's leaders to expand the 
size and operational scope of 
the European Financial Stabil¬ 
ity Facility (EFSF) to inter¬ 
vene more effectively, 
suggesting this would go a 
long way to helping stabilize 
the region. 

And it said the European 


Union needed to better define 
a private-sector role in the res¬ 
cue of the periphery, and in 
strengthening Europe's weak 
banks, calling continued offi¬ 
cial bailout funding unsustain¬ 
able. 

The IMF released its report 
two days before EU leaders 
are slated to meet in Brussels 
for a summit on a second res¬ 
cue of financially hobbled 
Greece, with agreement on a 
path forward on Thursday still 
uncertain. 

The European Union, the 
European Central Bank, and 
the region's leaders and 
bankers have been divided on 
how best to stop Greece's 
march toward defaulting on 
tens of billions of euros of sov¬ 
ereign debt, despite already 
being under a 110 billion euro 
($155.8 billion) EU-IMF 
bailout. 

One key issue is the role of 
the commercial banks which 
hold Greek debt — if they will 
take a partial loss to give 
Athens breathing room, or re¬ 
structure the debt to lengthen 
its tenure, or even swap the 
debt for eurozone bonds pos¬ 
sibly from the EFSF.

GENEVA,Switzerland (AFP)- 
Spanish film star Javier Bar¬ 
dem on Tuesday urged 
governments to hammer out a 
treaty that would protect the 
livelihoods of performers by 
safeguarding their works from 
piracy. 

"More than 90 percent of 
actors have serious problems 
to pay rent, bills, and even to 
eat," he told reporters before 
speaking to dignitaries nego¬ 
tiating a treaty to protect au¬ 
diovisual performances. 

"Remuneration of actors is 
crucial. Not for people like 
me, but for those who have a 
problem living from what 
they are doing," said Bardem, 
who is married to actress 
Penelope Cruz with whom he 



"If you watch a film, the 
screenwriter is protected, the 
musician is protected, the 
composer is protected. But not 
the performer," he said. 

Iain Smith, the producer of 
"Seven Years in Tibet", said 
that the treaty could also 
prove to be a boon for devel¬ 
oping countries with a strong 
film industry, like India or 
Nigeria. 

"Countries like Nigeria 
have some very interesting 
filmmakers who work with 
modest resources," he told 
AFP. 

"Protecting intellectual 
property there might not seem 
very important now, but it will 
be in the long term. 

Bardem, who said he had 
"never" downloaded a pirated 
movie or song, said that al¬ 
though he understood the eco¬ 
nomic motives behind piracy, 
it was still a form of theft. 

"It is like going to a shop, 
getting those products for 
free, and running. 

"And the mentality of the 
people is that to do piracy is 
fine, because we will harm the 
actor who has a private jet. 

"But they are wrong. They 
are harming the people behind 
these people," he said. 

The UN intellectual prop¬ 
erty agency's general assem¬ 
bly will decide in September 
whether to go forward with a 
draft treaty, which, according 
to Gurry, could be adopted as 
early as next year.

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Contador stuns Schlecks 
as Hushovd wins stage 16

GAP (AFP) - Tour de France 
champion Alberto Contador 
fired a warning shot on Tuesday 
by partially closing his deficit to 
key rivals for the yellow jersey 
after a stunning attack on the 
16th stage of the race. 

Thor Hushovd of Garmin- 
Cervelo outsprinted Norwe¬ 
gian compatriot Edvald 
Boasson Hagen to take the 
win after a rainy 162.5km ride 


over undulating terrain from 
Saint-Paul-Trois-Chateaux. 

Frenchman Thomas 
Voeckler retained the race 
leader's yellow jersey, but the 
Europcar rider, like the 
Schleck brothers Andy and 
Frank, lost time to both Con¬ 
tador and Australian Cadel 
Evans in a thrilling finale. 

Labelled a 'transition' 
stage before three consecu¬ 


tive days of climbing in the 
Alps, Contador seized the 
day on the 9km climb to the 
Col de Manse outside Gap, 
whose summit was 11 km 
from the finish. 

The Spaniard accelerated 
once to test the Schleck 
brothers, saw they were not 
following and then acceler¬ 
ated several more times to 
create the gap. 

Evans, a two-time runner- 
up, and Spaniard Samuel 
Sanchez were the only riders 
able to follow and soon they 
crested the summit with a 20- 
sec lead on the Schlecks and 
Voeckler's group. 

The trio, racing nearly five 
minutes behind a leading 
grouup of three which in¬ 
cluded Hushovd, pushed on 
during the rain-hit descent, 
with time trial specialist 
Evans pulling away in the 
final kilometres. 

Evans came over the fin¬ 
ish 4min 23 sec behind 
Hushovd, with Contador and 
Sanchez crossing barely three 
seconds later. 

Andy Schleck finished at 
5:32, in the process losing 
1:09 to Evans and 1:06 to 
Contador. Evans, one of the 
day's biggest winners, moved 
one place up to second over¬ 
all at 1:45 behind Voeckler. 

Frank Schleck dropped to 
third at 1:49 with younger 
brother Andy at 3:03. Conta¬ 
dor is now only 3:42 behind 
Voeckler. 


All work for synchro's 'Phelps in a skirt' - Focus

SHANGHAI (AFP) 
Dubbed "Phelps in a skirt", 
synchronised swimming icon 
Natalia Ishchenko is the 
undisputed queen of her sport 
but the Russian says her 
grace under pressure is all 
down to simple hard work. 

Ishchenko's win in Mon¬ 
day's duet technical routine 
gave the 25-year-old her 13th 
gold of a record-breaking 
world championships career, 
and she is not finished yet 


with more events to come in 
Shanghai. 

On Sunday, the glamorous 
blonde stole the show at 
Shanghai’s Oriental Sports 
Centre as she earned a near¬ 
perfect score of 98.300 in the 
solo technical routine, claim¬ 
ing her third straight world 
title in the event. 

The superlative victory saw 
Ishchenko surpass compatriot 
Anastasia Davydova to be¬ 
come the world aquatics cham¬ 
pionships' most successful 
synchronised swimmer since 
competition began nearly four 
decades ago in 1973. 

"I have no secret to main¬ 
tain the top position. The se¬ 
cret is our coach plus hard 
work," said Ishchenko. 

Ishchenko, who started the 
sport at the tender age of five, 
won the first world champi¬ 
onships golds of her stellar 
career in 2005 in Montreal, in 
the team event and the free 
routine combination. 

She followed that with 
four golds in Melbourne two 
years later, including in the 
solo and team technical rou¬ 


tines. 

In 2009 she won five 
golds, including one as a re¬ 
serve in the duet technical 
routine, and shows no sign of 
letting her grip on the sport 
slip at the London Olympics. 

Ishchenko also helped 
Russia win the team gold at 
the 2008 Beijing Olympics. 

Monday's victory in the 
duet technical routine, where 
Ishchenko took gold with 
partner Svetlana Romashina, 
meant Russia remain un¬ 
beaten in the event for the 
fifth consecutive edition of 
the worlds. 

But despite her domina¬ 
tion, Ishchenko brushed aside 
any thoughts that she was 
getting used to success. 

"Every medal for us is sig¬ 
nificant and in our heart we 
all have an ideal image and 
we always try to get better re¬ 
sults and get closer to the 
ideal as possible," she said. 

Ishchenko's success shows 
that the Russians remain the 
team to beat in synchro despite 
the strength of the Spanish and 
the fast-rising Chinese.

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Two sides getting closer 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Own¬ 
ers and players representa¬ 
tives met Monday as talks are 
expected to heat up this week 
in an attempt to end the four- 
month NFL lockout. 

The main hurdles to get 
past in order to have a signed 
collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment include the antitrust 
lawsuit and the television 
damages case, the American 
media reported on Monday. 

They met for over eight 
hours and the groups will be 
back at the bargaining table 
Tuesday morning in some of 
the strongest indications yet 
that a deal may be nearing. 

One key issue for the play¬ 
ers is the $320 million that 
the owners didn't have to pay 
in benefits because the 2010 


season was an uncapped year. 

The players are also seek¬ 
ing a rule on how often the 
franchise tag can be used and 
benefits for retired players is 
a concern of both. 

The club owners are ex¬ 
pected to meet Thursday in 
Atlanta and they could vote 
on a new deal at that time if 
an agreement can reached by 
Wednesday. 

Billionaire team owners 
and multi-millionaire players 
have been unable to decide 
how to divide $9.3 billion in 
annual revenues, sparking the 
first NFL shutdown since 
1987. 

The two sides still have 
plenty of time to get a deal 
signed before the NFL season 
begins in September.

Small fry no longer, Venezuela 
dream on

BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Uruguay may be the 
favourites as the last big- 
name side left standing at a 
Copa America full of shocks 
- but there is little doubt 
which team is the people's 
favourite among the final 
four. 

Venezuela meet Paraguay 
in today's second semi-final. 

The Venezuelans, hailing 
from the Caribbean end of 
Latin America, should be fish 
out of water at an event tak¬ 
ing place deep in Argentina's 
chilly winter. 

Yet they have warmed the 
hearts of tens of thousands of 
fans. 

The exception is the city 
of Mendoza, which stands to 
lose an estimated four million 
dollars in tourist receipts after 
30,000 Chileans flooded over 
the border for the quarter¬ 
final only to see a different 
shade of red in the Vinotinto, 
who beat them 2-1. 

"Now we have come so 
far we have to go one step 
further and reach the final," 
said defender Oswaldo Viz- 
carrondo, whose goal against 
the Chileans helped to bring 
a famous victory and a first- 
ever semi, a step further than 
his side had managed on 
home soil four years ago. 

"It's been a great experi¬ 
ence and we are improving 
all the time," he told re¬ 


porters. 

Venezuela 
coach Cesar 
Farias will have 
to rejig things a 
little against a 
Paraguayan side 
against whom 
they thrillingly 
came back from 
3-1 down to 
draw in the 
group with cre¬ 
ative midfielder 
Tomas Rincon 
suspended following his red 
card in the quarters. 

But Farias is undaunted by 
that, insisting: "We have 
great faith. We have the 
chance to play the final if we 
can get through this one and 
we don't feel inferior to any¬ 
one. 

"We are unbeaten and 
have scored the most goals." 

Even after the opening 
group draw with Brazil, 
Farias had indicated the team 
would target a run to the 
final. 

Such has been Farias' in¬ 
fluence that Spanish daily El 
Mundo on Monday dubbed 
the 38-year-old "The 
Venezuelan Mourinho." 

Farias fell out with keeper 
Renny Vega after dropping 
the latter some time ago but 
the pair are now united in 
their desire to conjure the 
sporting earthquake that a 
Venezuelan Copa win would 
comprise. 

"He's key for us - he 
works very well," says Vega. 

Much could depend on 
how the underdogs compen¬ 
sate for the loss of the impres¬ 
sive Rincon with Luis Seijas 
and Giacomo Di Giorgi the 
mooted alternatives. 

Paraguay, whose second 
and last title to date came in 
1979, will see an omen in 
their favour in that both times 
they won international foot¬ 


ball's oldest event they put 
out Brazil, as they did here in 
the quarters. 

Coach Gerardo Martino 
knows his side should be 


favoured to reach Sunday's 
trophy match in Buenos Aires 
but has wasted no time in eu¬ 
logising Wednesday's rivals. 

"Venezuela will be a very 


tough opponent. They have 
come on so much in recent 
years," Martino told a news 
conference in Buenos Aires. 
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
